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Cheap imports from China 
push up the price of petrol

ON’T FOR one moment 
think you are getting a 
bargain when you buy a 
product that has been brought 
into this country from China. 
Next time you fill up your car 
with petrol just remember that 
you are paying back at the 
pumps the money, and more, 
you thought you might have 
saved on those cheap 6 Made in 


China ’ clothes and consumer 
goods you bought. 

Petrol prices across the UK are 
now passing £4 a gallon (87.9p a 
litre) for the first time ever and 
they won’t be coming down. 

The reason for the latest price 
surge is that the Chinese are 
buying up more and more of 
the world’s oil to fuel their 
booming economy - an economy 


booming on the back of flooding 
Britain and other Western 
countries with cheap imports, 
made with low-cost labour. 

The price of crude oil hit $60.65 
by early July. An increase of 
60% on this time last year and 
the steepest increase in more than 
25 years. Previous oil price hikes 
of this sort, as in 1973 and 1979, 
were caused by the Islamic-run 


OPEC oil producers’ cartel artifi¬ 
cially hiking prices for political 
anti-Western reasons. Not this 
time. OPEC is not to blame 
now. 

As A A Motoring Trust petrol 
industry specialist, Ruth Bridger, 
explained on July 10th: 

“While OPEC has increased 
production there is a limit to 
refining capacity and this has 
almost been reached. The industry 
is struggling to come to terms 
with a massive increase in demand 
from China where the economy is 
growing at a phenomenal rate”.

W HEN Metropolitan Police 
Commissioner, Sir Ian Blair, 
invited a fanatical Muslim agitator 
to address a conference sponsored by 
the police, thankfully there was a sane 
voice to speak out in opposition. 

Ian Blair’s invite to Tariq Ramadan 
would be bizarre at the best of times, 
but in the light of the London terrorist 
attack it was insensitive to the families 
of the victims of the attack.

Police told 67 ways 
to attract minorities 

P OLICE forces in Scotland have 
been branded ‘racist’ by the 
Commission for Racial Equality 
(CRE) because they have failed to 
recruit enough officers from ethnic 
minorities over the past four years. 
A CRE report claims that out of a 
total of 15,963 officers in Scotland, 
only 118 - just 0.7% - are recorded as 
being black or Asian. To address this 
imbalance it makes SIXTY-SEVEN 
recommendations, from extra diversity 
courses for white officers to time off for 
Friday prayers for Muslim officers. 
Sandra Deslandes-Clark, of Semper 
Scotland, a support group for black 
and ethnic minority officers, said the 
recruitment problem would not be 
addressed until more black officers 
were promoted.

C LERGY are so nervous of 
offending Muslims that they 
are no longer promoting the 
Christian faith. 

A Church of England report found 
priests were so fearful of saying 
the wrong thing they had become 
‘ineffective in their ministries’. 

Dr Patrick Sookhdeo, a priest and 
director of the Institute for the Study 
of Islam and Christianity, said : 
“There are clergyman who have been 
threatened and attacked. But if they 
go to their bishop they find he is 
concerned only that the story might 
become public and damage inter-faith 
relations. The advice to them is often: 
Stay quiet, or lose your job.”

U NEMPLOYMENT has risen for the fourth 
successive month making it the longest run 
of increases for 13 years. 

Economist, Michael Saunders from the Citigroup, 
believes that the figures show that Britons are 
being replaced in their jobs by migrant workers 
from the new EU states. 

“This extra supply of relatively young and low-paid 
workers may be displacing UK residents,” he said. 
“It is notable the claimant count has risen 


among people under 25 since mid 2004.” 

It is because of the flood of migrant workers into 
Britain that the Government’s labour market data 
can claim that there is a rise in numbers in work as 
the increase in population exceeded the number 
of jobs available. 

Job vacancies fell for retailers, manufacturers 
and transport companies, bringing the number 
of manufacturing jobs lost since Labour came 
to power above the 1 million mark.

The report cast doubt on the Labour 
Government’s own asylum figure of 
283,500, believing it to be a ‘gross 
underestimation’. 

Last year alone, it cost us £300 million 
just to deal with the removal of a 
paltry 25,000 failed asylum seekers, 
and another £300 million to feed,

T AXPAYERS are being hit 
with housing bills for asylum 
seekers which are £25 million 
more than the real market rate. 

The average cost of housing each 
asylum seeker is £703 a month, 
with short-term accommodation 
even more costly at £846. 

In all, £439 million was spent 
housing asylum seekers in just 
2003/4 alone out of the total 
National Asylum Support Service 


budget of £1.1 billion. 

National Audit Office chairman, 
Sir John Bourn, said: 

“Providing suitable accommo¬ 
dation for asylum seekers is one 
of the most complex and difficult 
tasks facing the government. 

“The Government was stretched 
to the limit when the number 
of asylum seekers in accommo¬ 
dation reached over 67,000 back 
in March 2003.”

A ONCE proud Norfolk hotel has 
been vandalised and ‘left like 
a doss house’ after it was used as a 
migrant workers’ hostel. 

Portuguese, Chinese and Slovakian 
workers were evicted by officers after 
West Norfolk council was forced 
into action after legal notices over 
planning breaches were ignored. 
Andy Piper, the authority’s head of 
housing and environmental health, said 
that the council had taken control of 
the property and was boarding it up. 
“There are substantial safety risks. The 
basement is flooded with raw sewage, 
there are electrical safety concerns 
and non-working fire alarms. 

Norfolk Fire Service had warned the 
council that residents cooking in their 
room posed a high fire risk.

Random tube checks would 
have deterred the terrorists 


B ACK IN February, London 
Underground bowed to media 
and political pressure and banned 
random immigration checks on 
Tube passengers. 

It was after a campaign by London 
mayor, Ken Livingstone, Liberal 
Democrat MP, Mark Oaten, immigrant 
groups and the London Evening 
Standard newspaper, that Tube chiefs 
told the police and the Immigration 
Service that their officers would no 
longer be allowed to carry out the 
checks on the network. 

At the time the London Underground 
triumphantly announced: 

“We have established a protocol that 
no random checks should happen.” 
Livingstone & Co had claimed that 
officers were unfairly targeting black 
and Asian passengers. 

The London mayor even accused 
immigration officials of harassing 
black people by questioning tube 
passengers speaking non-European 


languages. 

“This looks like harassment of black 
people by the Immigration Service 
and I would like to see it completely 
stopped,” he said. 

Immigration campaigners also 
attacked the checks, ‘as racist’ and 
‘potentially damaging to the capital’s 
tourist industry.’ 

Keith Best, the chief executive of 
the Immigration Advisory Service, 
said the checks were “enraging large 
numbers of ordinary citizens stopped 
without justification.” 

Liberal Democrat Home Affairs 
spokesman, Mark Oaten, said: 

“Black and Asian people have every 
right to go about their business on the 
Underground without being stopped 
on suspicion of being an illegal 
immigrant.” 

But immigration officials said they 
only questioned London Underground 
passengers who had been stopped by 
staff or the Transport police for acting 


suspiciously. A spokesman explained: 
“Trained and experienced officers 
apply their judgment in specific 
situations, taking into account a range 
of factors. 

“Police are targeting particular areas 
at particular times based on their own 
intelligence and analysis of crime 
patterns, and immigration officers are 
working with them.” 

The threat of random checks on the 
Tube might well have deterred the 
London bombers from planting their 
devices on Thursday 7th July. 

The compact tunnels of the London 
Underground will always be targeted 
by the terrorists because of the 
devastation their bombs cause in its 
confined space. 

The British National Party calls for 
the return of random checks on the 
London Underground.

Somalis to holp police ‘Little Somalia’ 

R ESIDENTS in the Dip area of Streatham in South London are 
feeling increasingly besieged as hundreds of Somalis flock to the 
streets of what has become known locally as ‘Little Somalia’. 

Local people complain of intimidation on pavements which are blocked by 
large groups of young Somali men who congregate to pray and socialise 
several nights a week. Drug dealing is openly practiced, with Khat - a 
legal drug in most of Africa but banned in this country - in high demand. 
In response to public concerns Streatham’s Chief Inspector, Alistair 
Sutherland, has introduced a new initiative. Somalis community members 
will now police their area alongside officers and if extra funding can be 
accessed, the new ‘community observers’ will become permanent staff. 


Police guilty of 
anti-white bias 

A N EMPLOYMENT Tribunal 
has criticised Sir Ian Blair, the 
Commissioner of the Metropolitan 
Police, for victimising three white 
police officers in the wake of the 
Macpherson Report. 

The Tribunal found the Commis¬ 
sioner responsible for 17 acts of 
unfavourable treatment against the 
three officers. 

It ruled that, following the 
Macpherson claim of “institution¬ 
alised racism,” Ian Blair was so 
concerned to prove to the public that 
politically incorrect behaviour would 
not be tolerated, that the three officers 
were U hung out to dry ” as an example 
to other officers. 

The Met, which is liable for legal 
costs of around £75,000, has agreed 
to pay compensation to the three 
officers involved in the case - 
Detective Constable Tom Hassell, 
acting Detective Inspector Paul 
Whatmore and Detective Sergeant 
Colin Lockwood.

“Becontree was not a particularly 
good ward for us in the General 
Election with our vote below 10%. 
“Despite the usual election pact 
between all the other parties, our 
canvassing returns showed that our

vote was holding up, but until the 
last week of the campaign we weren’t 
making inroads into Labour’s lead.

P UBLIC HEALTH experts have 
admitted that current measures 
to control Tuberculosis (TB) have 
become ineffectual in areas with a 
large immigrant population. 
Although the Bacillus Calmette 
Guerin (BCG) vaccination 
programme, introduced in the 
1950’s when there were 50,000 
cases in Britain, has proved highly 
successful in reducing TB rates in 
the white population, the disease 
is on the increase in multi-ethnic, 
inner city areas. Cases of TB rose 
by 25% in the UK, with most 
of those infected originating from 
Africa and the Indian-subcontinent 
where TB is epidemic. 

Chief Medical Officer, Sir Liam 
Donaldson, explained that the BCG 
vaccination would no longer be 
compulsory for all schoolchildren 
because many live in areas with an 
“extremely low risk of infection.” 
Instead, the vaccination would be 
targeted on those children and older 
people living in high risk areas who 
are most likely to catch the disease. 



TUBERCULOSIS: Eradicated from 
Britain in the 1950’s now back with a 
vengeance thanks to immigration. 

It is estimated that eighteen local 
authorities, 13 of which are in London, 
fall into this ‘high risk’ category, 
with the level of infection in some 
boroughs rising as high as in third- 
world countries. The programme will 
be aimed at new immigrants and 
children whose parents or grandparents 
were bom in high risk regions. 

In addition to the targeted vaccination 
programme, the Chief Medical 
Officer announced that tuberculosis 
screening vans will return to London 
streets - where 50 per cent of Britain’s 
7000 TB cases occur - for the first 
time since the Fifties.

O XFORD Brookes is cutting 
more than half its modern 
language degrees on the grounds 
that the they are no longer 
financially viable. 

The cuts are part of a “restruc¬ 
turing” process that will see 
German, Italian and Spanish 
degrees phased out over four 
years. But thanks to help from 
the Higher Education Funding 
Council, Brookes will continue to 
offer degrees in Japanese. 


A television the bedroom 
harms a lilp's development 



P ARENTS who allow children 
to have televisions in their 
bedrooms risk limiting their 
child’s academic progress, as well 
as damaging their health and 
social well-being. 

A series of studies carried out recently 
by scientists in New Zealand found that 
children with a TV in their bedroom 
scored lowest in achievement tests and 
are the least likely to leave school 
with qualifications and access higher 
education. 

Research leader, Dr Thomas 
Robinson, has conducted previous 
studies which show that decreasing a 
child’s time in front of the TV can 
reduce obesity, aggressive behaviour 
and advertising induced ‘parent 
pestering’. A television in a child’s 


bedroom has, however, become the 
norm and parents, he pointed out, are 
giving up any control over how much 
and what their children are watching. 
“They have no idea if they are 
watching all night, or if they are 
watching violent or sexually explicit 
content.” 

Bedroom TV viewing has also been 
linked to the decline of children’s 
reading standards, with adult content 
soaps and reality shows replacing the 
traditional bedtime story. 

It is clear that action needs to be 
taken. Parents who wish to protect 
their children from the negative 
effects of extensive TV viewing, 
should banish television from the 
bedroom and return to the old 
favourite of the bedtime story. 


labour’s academy 

faMshidiliimrim

T HE Government has diverted 
another £1.4 million from the 
over-stretched education budget to 
bail-out one of its failing £25 million 
flagship academies. 

The hand-out forms part of a recovery 
package for Unity City Academy in 
Middlesbrough, which was recently 
criticised by the education watchdog, 
Ofsted, for ‘ failing to give its pupils an 
acceptable standard of education .’ 
Unity City is just the first in what 
will inevitably be a long line of 
failing academies succeeding only in 
bleeding dry the schools’ budget. The 
majority of the Government’s new 
academies - 17 of which have been 
established since 2002 in inner city 
areas at a cost of £425 mllion - are 
already languishing at the bottom of 
the performance league tables. 
Despite the fact these academies are 
under-performing even in comparison 
to the failing schools they were 
created to replace, the Government 
intends to press ahead with its plans 
to squander another £5 billion of 
taxpayer’s money on establishing a 
further 183 academies. 

Yet, countless community-based 
secondary schools - many requiring 
little more than adequate financing 
and a return to traditional style 
education to turn around their fortunes 
- will be sacrificed to make way for 
this excessively expensive experiment 
with our children’s futures. 

The new academies will drain 
urgently needed resources from the 
education fund, yet as privately 
sponsored ventures they are free to 


operate outside of local authority 
control. In exchange for up to £2m 
- a tiny fraction of start-up and 
operational costs - unaccountable 
private bodies have control over the 
day-to-day running of the academy. 
Unlike other state financed schools, 
academies can set their own 
curriculum and are free to employ 
staff who are not registered with the 
General Teaching Council. 

So who are these ‘private sponsors’ 
that Labour is willing to entrust with 
our children’s educational welfare? 
Dubai-based Global Education 
Management Systems (GEMS), 
currently runs the Bexley Business 
Academy in Kent, in addition to 
another 50 private schools worldwide. 
Although the academy scheme is 
widely rejected by parents and 
teachers, GEMS is confident that it 
will be given the go-ahead to establish 
a new ‘through’ academy (combining 
primary and secondary education for 
the 4-18 age group) in North London. 
Confidence inspired, no doubt, by 
the fact that the Government official 
responsible for the decision was 
employed as a company adviser up 
until May of this year! 

Absolute Return for Kids (ARK), 
is also developing a network of 
‘through’ academies, even though 
it has no experience of running 
education services. ARK was 
established by French playboy, Arpad 
Busson, who made his money hedge 
fund dealing on behalf of investors 
such as the Bin Laden family. 

Under the present regime Britain is 
rapidly becoming the worst educated 



major nation in Europe. Labour ’ s plan 
to squander £billions of taxpayer’s 
money on effectively privatised, 
unaccountable academies, employing 
untested teaching techniques will 
accelerate this decline in education 
standards. 

The only way to restore Britain’s 
schooling system and ensure that future 
generations are not lost to illiteracy 
and ill-discipline, is to invest public 
funds in upgrading and enhancing our 
existing capable but resource impover¬ 
ished, community schools. 

A return to the ‘O’ and ‘A’ 
level system, coupled with a 
commitment to competition, 
excellence and national pride will 
enable our education system to 
produce adults fit to face the 
challenges of the future.

Piss narks 
livml again 
desaiie warning 
aim basic skills 

A N INCREASING number of 
students leaving school with A* 
to C grade GCSE qualifications 
still lack basic skills in literacy and 
numeracy. 

That’s according to research carried out 
among leading employers in the City 
of London. The situation has become 
so dire that recruitment consultancies 
working on the employers’ behalf 
are resorting to offering business, 
administrative and secretarial post 
candidates further training in basic 
English and arithmetic skills. 
Universities also report that they 
are increasingly having to introduce 
‘catch-up’ classes in the first year of 
maths courses. Coventry University 
revealed last year that students with 
a B grade in maths A-level were 
scoring little better than those who 
failed the exam ten years ago. 

Despite this shocking decline in basic 
educational standards, the Qualifica¬ 
tions and Curriculum Agency (GCA) 
has decided to again lower the pass 
marks required for maths and English 
tests, to 23% and 32% respectively. 


Labour relects 
advice to 
stop course 
closures 


A GOVERNMENT task 
force, set up to investigate 
the decline in key subjects 
such as maths and science in 
higher education, has rejected 
calls by leading academics for 
measures to be introduced 
which prevent universities 
from closing courses. 

Sir Howard Newby, chief 
executive of the Higher 
Education Funding Council for 
England (Hefce) described these 
subjects of strategic national 
importance as “19th century 
disciplines” and warned that 
further maths and science course 
closures are inevitable. 


Taxpayers fund 
retail therapy 

S TUDENTS completing a first 
BTEC diploma in retail (which 
will qualify them to apply for shop 
assistant positions) at the College 
of West Anglia in Kings’ Lynn 
are being rewarded with an 
all-expenses-paid jaunt to New 
York which will include a tour of 
all the city’s leading stores. 
Answering to criticism from fellow 
students who have had their courses 
at the collage axed due to a lack 
of government funding, a spokesman 
for the Learning and Skills Council 
explained that, u going to America is 
about helping students to realise that 
retail is an international business .” 


Admissions test 

U NIVERSITIES will pilot a new 
generic admissions test in 
September, to identify the brightest 
students. It is being introduced 
because vice-chancellors have lost 
faith in the A level grading system. 
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British Gas offshores 
2,000 jobs to India 


G AS and consumer services 
company, Centrica, is closing 
four of its British Gas sites in 
northern England with the loss 
of 2,000 jobs and transferring the 
work to India. 


PROFITS FIRST: Private companies 
have no loyalty to Britain and that’s 
why the BNP believes essential 
services, like gas, should come 
back under state control. 


Offices in Gould Street and Talbot 
Road in Manchester, as well as 
in Oldham and Solihull are being 
closed as what British Gas calls 
‘non-customer-facing clerical work’ 
is being moved to cut costs. 

The out-sourcing of the jobs to India 
will make savings in operation costs 
by slashing the clerical wage bill.

Trade union representatives from 
Unison did their usual hand-wringing 
over the job loses but said there was 
nothing to be done about it. 



Asset stripping will render 
101 year-old AA worthless 


I T WAS Centrica which made a 
quick £750 million profit when 
it sold off the Automobile 
Association (AA) last year to 
German private equity firms, CVC 
Partners and Premira. 

It took just three months for the 
new venture capitalist bosses to start 
dismantling the company, calling for 
cuts to 1,300 jobs, including 430 
jobs in breakdown patrols and call 
centre staff jobs in Cheadle and 
Manchester. 

Now the AA is shutting down its 
emergency breakdown call centre in 
Maidstone with the loss of another 
160 jobs and looking to offshore the 
work to India. 

The AA was founded in 1904 as 
a mutual society for the benefit of 
motorists, but now, despite its 15

million membership, it is being asset 
stripped by City slickers who will 
leave the company worthless.

Met Office closures to cut costs 
backfires as contracts are lost 


B RITAIN’S Meteorological Office 
is one of the world’s leading 
providers of environmental and 
weather-related services. 

The services it provides meet the 
needs of the general public, the 
government and schools, through 
broadcasters and online media, to 
civil aviation and almost every other 
industry sector - in the UK and around 
the world. 

But now that expertise is being 
lost and Met Office jobs face being 
exported abroad just to cut costs. 

The Bridge of Don office in Aberdeen 
is one of six regional offices 
earmarked for closure and this has 
sparked an outcry with the offshore 


and fishing industries who describe 
the local service as vital. 

Unhappy with the proposed closure of 
the Aberdeen office, oil giant, Shell, 
have said they won’t be renewing 
their £1 million contract with the Met 
Office, and another contract worth 
more than one hundred thousand 
pounds is hanging in the balance. 

The closure of the regional offices was 
part of a bid to save £2 million a year, 
yet before the cost cutting measures 
have even been put into place, one 
year’s savings have already been lost. 
This is because contracts have not 
been renewed due to customer fears 
that the truncated service won’t be 
able to meet requirements. 



Carry on negligent! 

Ualfour Ueatty dodge corporate manslaughter 
charge over Hatfield train crash 

Safety and service before profit

B alfour beatty, the 

engineering corporation 
responsible for the negligence 
which caused the deaths of four 
people and injured over a hundred 
in the Hatfield train disaster in 
2000, has escaped with just a fine. 
Despite presentation by the 
prosecution of overwhelming 
evidence indicating that the crash 
was a disaster waiting to happen, 
Justice Mackay dismissed a 
corporate manslaughter charge 
against Balfour Beatty last month. 
Although he declined to explain 
the reasoning behind his judgement, 
it is generally accepted that the 
complexity of current corporate 
manslaughter law makes it 
impossible to secure convictions 
against large corporations. 
Immediately following Justice 
Mackay’s dismissal of the 
manslaughter charges, Balfour Beatty 
dropped its ‘not guilty’ plea to charges 
under the Health and Safety Act - 
which the company had maintained 
throughout the £30 million trial - and 
admitted that safety standards had 
been breached. 

This ‘breach’ of safety standards 



O UR railway network is less safe 
since privatisation because the 
private train companies put profits 
and dividends before the safety of 
their passengers. 

After the Hatfield crash, 76% of 
people said they thought the rail 
network should be renationalised. 
The entire rail system must be taken 


out of the hands of profit orientated 
private firms and placed back into 
public hands under the democratic 
control and administration of British 
rail management, workers and the 
transport users. 

It is the only way to ensure that 
safety and an efficient service, not 
profit, is the top priority.

consisted of a catalogue of deliberate 
and criminal negligence that inevitably 
put passenger safety at risk. 

Company executives, blinkered by 
the pursuit of profit maximisation 
above all other concerns, failed to 
repair the faulty rail which caused the 
crash, even though the danger had 
been identified 21 months earlier. 

To cover the fact that a huge 
backlog of essential work had been 
allowed to accumulate, managers 
turned back the clock which 
counted the time for carrying out 
repairs to zero and, throwing the 
safety rule book out of the window, 
failed to impose speed restrictions 
in the area of the faulty rail. 
Having evaded a corporate 
manslaughter charge, the maximum 
penalty now faced by Balfour Beatty 
for causing death and injury to so 
many people is a paltry fine. So, 
in spite of New Labour’s 1997 well 
received election pledge to introduce 
effective laws to punish corporate 
offenders, current legislation has 


again proven to be toothless in 
bringing big business to justice. 
The fact that large corporations can 
escape with fines for causing death, 
yet company executives face impris¬ 
onment for failing to discharge their 
responsibility to keep the share price 
as high as possible, reveals that 
this Government values money over 
human life. 

The Labour Party, once the 
champion of the people, has clearly 
embraced a new role as the 
protector of big business.

L EEDS BNP held its July 
meeting on the Wednesday 
evening prior to BNP Chairman, 
Nick Griffin, making another 
appearance at Leeds Crown Court 
for his forthcoming show trial.

Creating an economy where the 
power of the banks is limited

ILAIRE Belloc (1870-1953) 
achieved renown in his lifetime 
as a writer, poet and man of letters. 
But he also made an enduring 
contribution to British Nationalist 
thought as one of the key founders of 
Distributism, a real Third Way and 
the alternative to the failed ideologies 
of socialism and capitalism. 
Disillusioned with establishment 
politics after 4 years as a Liberal MP, 
in 1912 Belloc penned The Servile 
State , his key contribution to Nation¬ 
alist political thought and required 
reading for every thinking patriot. 

In it Belloc argued that both capitalism 
and socialism were working to take 
property and the economic 
independence it brings away from 
ordinary people. Concentrating 
ownership and economic, and hence 
political, power in the hands of a 
few plutocrats or bureaucrats, and 
reducing everyone else to a servile 
state, bereft of any real power over 
their own lives. 

Eventually the collapse of 
communism and the rise of global 
multinational corporate capitalism, 
owned by institutional investors rather 
than individuals, was to lead to 
rule by plutocratic bureaucrats and 
fund managers. They were also the 
powerless tools of the remorseless 


dynamic of global greed and its 
inevitable results from mass 
immigration to global warming. 
Belloc proposed a radical alternative, 
which became known as Distributism, 
in which private property, and hence 
economic and thereby political power, 
was to be distributed as widely as 
possible among the people. 

It was an economy made up of small 
farmers and businessmen, with the 
necessarily large enterprises owned 
and run by co-operatives of their 
workforce. It was an economy in 
which there would be no place for 
the power of the banks and the 
money markets, the Money Power 


whose blind drive for profit at any 
price destroys personal freedom and 
national identity alike. 

Belloc’s radical ideas inspired a 
succession of commentators and 
thinkers of the calibre of GK 
Chesterton and, later, EF Schumacher, 
author of the influential Small is 
Beautiful (1973). 

His thinking is reflected in successful 
enterprises such as the John Lewis 
Partnership and Waitrose in Britain, 
and the Mondragon industrial nexus 
in the Basque country of Spain. The 
sort of projects that would form the 
foundation of modem British Nation¬ 
alist economic and social policy.

November 1971 which confirmed his 
determination to sacrifice the British 
fishing industry in order to fulfil his 
aim of taking Britain into the EU.

Heath was prepared to abandon the 
ancient fishing rights around the 
whole coast of the British Isles. 

Heath insisted that any attempt to 
defend British fishing rights was “not 
going to impress members of the 
Community.” His only concern was 
that the British people should not 
know about this secret betrayal. 
“What the Prime Minister has in 
mind” one of Heath’s aids wrote “is 
finding the best formula for presenting 
the settlement on fisheries publicly.” 
To Edward Heath, there was nothing 
wrong with treason and betrayal as 
long as it could be presented, so as to

B RITISH National Party 
councillor, Arthur Redfearn, 
has won the right to a new 
employment tribunal hearing over 
his dismissal from his job with West 
Yorkshire Transport Services. 

The company sacked the Bradford 
councillor on ‘health and safety 
grounds’ after it found he was standing 
for election as a BNP candidate. 

But after a hearing in London, Mr 
Justice Burton, president of the 
Employment Appeals Tribunal, ruled 
that the decision of the original 
tribunal in Leeds should be quashed.

The new tribunal later this year 
will have to reconsider whether 
Mr Redfearn was discriminated 
against and whether YWTS’s claim 
of health and safety reasons was 
genuinely founded and properly 
formulated. Councillor Redfearn 
believes he lost his job because he 
was a BNP candidate, despite it 
being a legitimate political party. 
Arthur’s solicitor, Philip Chapman, 
said his client would seek substantial 
compensation at the tribunal if he 
now went on to win the case. 

Mr Chapman added: “This case is 
important, not just for him but there’s 
a public interest as well. It is about the 
principle of whether somebody can 
be penalised in the workplace - in this 
case losing his job - simply because 
he has chosen to be a member of a 
particular political party.

introduce a “transfer fee” on overseas 
recruitment. 


pesticides, but which will thereby gain 
the survival advantage that will enable 
them to crowd out less invasive wild 
species, doing further damage to the 
biodiversity which is the key to the 
health and beauty of our countryside. 
The discovery was published on the 
website of the Centre for Ecology 
and Hydrology. It warned that GM 
superweed characteristics from trial 
fields of oil seed rape in Shropshire 
had been found in field mustard 
and in charlock.

T HE RIOTS OF 1981 in Brixton and Toxteth should have been 
a wake-up call to the British people that the multicultural 
experiment being foisted on us wasn’t providing the type of enrichment 
our politicians told us that it would.

John Tyndall: A very personal type of nationalism 

I LAST spoke to John Tyndall at an annual conference on Great 
Yarmouth pier in September 1979. At that time, John was intent 
on trying to convince delegates that only he could lead the party to 
power and should be given a mandate to become its sole decision 
maker. He failed in his bid and from then on our paths parted. 

He introduced me to a brand of nationalism, that in the early 1970’s had 
some political appeal, but with the passing of time and gaining of experience, 
was revealed to be a very personal philosophy to John Tyndall. 

The British nationalism of today, as espoused by the modem British 
National Party, is far removed from the nationalism of John Tyndall and 
that is why he was unable to give his support to Nick Griffin despite the 
huge electoral strides the party had made under his leadership. 

An ironic testament to his legacy is that his passing will be mourned 
more by our opponents, because their leaflets featuring those photographs 
compromising British nationalism which turn up at every election, will 
have become redundant over night.

A YouGov poll for the Daily 
Telegraph on 23rd July found 
a staggering 32% of British 
Muslims think Western society is 
decadent and immoral and should 
be brought to an end.
